The Yosemite Appropriation. 

The act of our State Legislature, ap- 

proved March 3, 1885, ‘t to appropriate 

money for the purchase, construction 

and completion of avenues, roads, trails, 


swalke and bridges, and generally to im- 
prove and. preserve the territory within 


/ the limits of the Yosemite Valley and 


Mariposa Big Tree Grant,’’ will meet 
with the universal approval of the people 
of the State. 

The Yosemite Valley was bequeathed 
to the State of California by the General 
Government with the stipulation that 
‘‘the premises be held for public ase, 
resort and recreation, inalienable for all 
time.’’ But while California accepted 
this trust, she has permitted the exist- 
ence of many abuses. The annoyance 
that visitors to this public domain have 
been subjected to have long been a 
cause of just complaint. In this grand 

_ park, bequeathed Ly the General Govern- 
ment to a great and free State, the tour- 

_ ist 18 bamboozled and robbed through 
extortionate charges as perhaps no- 
where else in the world. The moment 
he sets foot within its walls he leaves 
his individuality behind him, and falls 
into the hands of consciencele ss filchers 
whose business it is to get allthe money 
possible out of their hapless victims. 
All the trails leading to the various 
points of interest within the valley are 
private property; the saddle train and 
earriage men are otgapized monopolies 
who prey upon and financially outrage 
the travelers. In the hands of these 
men, the tourist finds himself a mere 
automaton. They claim bim like so 
much freight. His will-power or his 
desires do not count for anything with 
them. He might as weil set out for the 
moon on horseback, and expect to get 
there, as to attempt to reach any point 
of interest about the valley independ- 
ently of the horses of the train men, 
and without being placed under the 
direction of a needless guide. — 

It has long been a reproach to this 
great State of California that these im- 
positions and extortions can be prac- 
tioed upon the tourists who visit this 
public domain, and the people will hail

Among the bystand- 
ers was a brilliant but dissipated old 
lawyer, of mischievous proclivities, and 
be managed to interrupt Clark's 
speech with the remark that Thur- 


man had done so-and-so. ‘‘Yes,”’ 
said Olark, nettled by the interrup- 
tion, ‘“‘Thurman has to stick his 
nose inte everybody's . business.”’

chair. Both were powerful young fel- 
lows, and there was a tremendously 
cordial fight before the bystanders could 
pull them apart. Both were in pretty 
sorry whack, blood streaming down 
their faces, their clothing torn and gory, 
and their eyes in mourning, while coat- 
tails, sleeves, etc., strewed the field of 
battle. Thurman was first to tender his 
apologies to the court. Well, if we 
never were young we'd never be fools, 
but we’d miss lots of fun. 

Oh, yes! It was up in Golden, too, 
that I learned to smoke in Spanish. 
I have been a steady beau of Miss 
Nicotiana for the last ten years, and 
thought I knew her tricks and her ways 
toat. But ‘we liye to learn. It took 
these Mexicans, who can’t even say 
‘*pipe,’’ bat call it ‘‘peepy,’’ to give me 
anew wrinkle in this greatest, cheap- 
est.and most profitable of all luxuries— 
smoking. Among the thousands of 
paisanos whom I met in Colorado, New 
Mexico, and Arizona, there were not 
twenty pipes visible. They all smoke 
cigarettes, and all make their own. 
Winnowing a little tobacco, by 
turning it from hand to hand, 
and blowing gently, theythen deposit 
it in a creased bit of paper or 
corn-husk, and with a quick, adroit 
motion, twirl the whole into a loose 
cylinder ready for use. I had been in- 
formed by tenderfeet that ‘‘the 
greasers use beefsteak wrapping: paper 
tor their cigarettes.’’ Well, the paper 
is brown, but'it isn’t beefsteak paper. 
It is made purposely for cigarettes, and 
is infinitely purer, and pleasanter flav— 
ored than the arsenically bleached paper 
used in the East. It is much better, to 
my liking, than what my Mexican 
friends put inside of it—their poncha. 
This peculiar tobacco is a native pro- 
duet, and I don’t know of anyone that 
wants to transplant it. It is stiong 
as a bull, has a wire edge that re— 
minds me flagrantly cf fermented peri- 
que, and for making itself felt in a room 
completely outranks Pat's ‘‘dog-leg.’’ 
The natives seem to like it, however— 
as they like a goud many other things 
that would give a sausage-machine the 
cholera morbus. In New Mexico, 
every one smokes—from children, not 
yet steady on their legs, who roll and 
whiff the cigarettes as handily as any- 
one, up’ to old men and women whose 
palsied fingers can barely make a go 
of it. 

Well, the best of friends must part, 
as the man said to his hair. So after 
along stay whose pleasant memories 
shall never leave me, I shouldered my 
rifle, pops, blankets and countless 
other traps, and started off toward Albu- 
querque via the Tijeras (scissors) 
cafion. With many a grunt Shadow 
and I trndged on up the long, gentle 
slope to the southward, plunging 
through the deep snow which grew 
deeper-and heavier at every mile. Of 
course all vestiges of a road were bur- 
ied; but a buckboard had been along 
that way, and its tracks led us deviously 
but surely in the direction of Albu- 
quergue. I had tied up my feet and 
ankles in strips of canvas, which sup- 
plemented the shoes and kept my hoofs 
warm, if not dry. I never should have 
got through that awful day if it hadn’t 
been for those rags. The first ten 
miles were as hard as any forty I 
ever traveled before, for it was 
violent work breaking through that 
heavy fvot-and-a-half to two feet of 
snow, with my forty-five pound load. 
We wound in and out among the Liitle 
Ysidro and San Francisco mountuins, 
most of the way up grade, and at last 
came down to the little creek at the foot 
of the lofty Sandias.

ROAD PULL TAX. 


Important Information for Tax: 

Payers. 
At the February meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors the District At- 
torney was order: d to proceed to collect 
the delinquent road poll taxes. Under 
the statutes, or amendments to the 
statutes, passed in 1883 by the Legisla- 
ture, the Supervisors are authorized to, 
at any regular meeting between the Ist 
of January and the Ist of March, levy a 
road poll tax. The Supervisors of this 


county did -in February of 1884 levy by 
ordinance a road pull tax of $2.50, 
with a penalty of one dollar in addition, 
providing the same was not paid on or 
before October Ist, 1884. For the pur- 
pose of enforcing this ordinance the 
order above referred to was made. The 
District Attorney wisely proceeded first 
to settle the question of legality of said 
ordinance, by instituting suit against 


sides in Los Angeles township, for the 
collection of the tax, $2.50 and $1.00 
penalty. The action was brought be- 
fore Justice Ranney, who (upop a veri- 
fied answer being filed attacking the 
legality of said tax) certified the plead- 


case was tried on Thursday last before’ 
Judge A. Brunson. The facts being 
agreed upon the only question involved 
was the legality of the ordinance. 

The Court held that said ordinance 
was illegal and void; for the reasons: 
First, that the same had never been 
attested by the clerk. Second, because 
it did not provide that said tax might 
(at the option of the person liable for 

the same) be worked ont. 
This settles the delinquent road poll 

tax for the year 1884. No further effort 

will of course be made to collect an 

illegal and void tax.

WOLSELEY A FAILURE. 


A General That Never Won a Battie 
or Led a Great Army. 
New York World. 


of the war in the Soudan, it cannot be 
denied that General Wolseley’s cam- 
paign isa failure. He was sent to 
‘Rescue Gordon from the hordes of the 
Mahdi in Khartoum, and while he has 
been loitering on the way, sending 
theatrical dispatches to the Prince of 
Wales, Khartoum has fallen and Gor- 
don with it. The crowning blunder 
of the Gladstone Ministry iu relation 
to the Soudan business was in trusting 
‘so serious an enterprise to General 
Wolseley —a man who has never 
evinced any military capacity. Had 
the conduct of the campaign been 
committed to Roberts, the gallant cap- 
tor of Cabul, it would probably have 
been ended successfully for the Eng- 
lish two months ago. Wolseley enjoys 
the unique distinction of being the 
only General of reputation who never 
led great armies or won any battles. 
His reputation is owing to the pen— 
not to the sword. The newspapers 
made Wolseley what he is. He is the. 
child of puff. 


This 
was really no war at all. It consisted 
in the storming of a few bamboo huts 
and the slaughter of a few timid 
Asiatics. Wolseley, who served ina 
subaltern capacity, showed some per- 
sonal bravery in standing on an im-

and the defense of Alumbagh, in the 
Indian rebellion. He was then 
made Lieutenant-Cotonel, and for the 
first tume was enabled to display some- 
thing more than mere personal cour- 
age. He next participated in the China 
expedition, in which he witnessed the 
gunners uniting the pleasures of the 
picnic to the horrors of the battlefield, 
by firing into the ranks of the half- 
armed Chines; mob from the shelter 
of their tents while they sipped their 
‘lemonade. 

. The next “ war” in which Wolseley 
engaged was that known as the Red 


river expedition, in 1870. . This was 


simply a sort of military exploring 
party. The only glory attaching to it 
was that the expedition succeeded, 
after many months, 1n finding its way 
to Fort Garry without getting lost in 
the woods. There was no fighting and 
nobody got burt. For this Wolseley 
was created a Knight of Sts. Mitchell 
aud George. He was created Adjutant- 
General in 1871, and in August,’73,was 
appointed to the command of the expe- 
dition against King Coffee, of Ashan- 
tee. The campaign consisted ina rather 
protracted hunt through the bush of a 
horde of naked negroes armed with 
pointed sticks. In this expedition 
Wolseley came within a hair’s breadth 
of ruin by an overconfidence in the 
superiority of his troops and a con- 
tempt for the “ niggers.” The only 
tangible results of the expedition was 
the capture of King Coffee’s cotton 
umbrella, which is to day exhibited in 
the British Museum. 
. On his return to England he was 
created Chevalier-Commander of the 
Bath, and was presented by Parlia- 
ment with a reward of £25,000. In 
May, 1879, he went to the Cdpe, where 
he helped to catch Cetewayo in the 
African jungie. His conduct of the 
campaien against Arabi Pasha is tresh 
in the minds of readers. This was the 
only campaign in which he partici— 
pated that can be said to rise to the 
dignity of war at all. Yet it cannot 
be described as a battle in the modern 
‘sense. Arabi’s army consisted of a 
mob of ignorant, timid Egyptian 
fellahs, dragged from their huts in 
chains, and who fell on their faces 
ging for mercy at the approach of 
of the enemy. The only resistance 
offered was by two regiments of Sou- 
danese blacks, who showed that if 
they only equaled the British in 
numbers, Wolseley would have had ne 
parade yictory. There were a hun- 
dred skirmishes in our civil war un- 
mentioned in history, and nameless, 
in which more generalship was shown 
and more blood shed than in all 
Wolseley’s expeditions put together. 
In the present campaign Wolseley 
blundered from first to last. Instead 
of making Saukim his base and strik- 
ing for Berber, 200 miles distant— 
which would have brought him within 
220 miles of Khartoum—he chose the 
windings of the Nile, a march of 1900 
miles. He then divided his command 
into three expeditions without any 
meer necessity, sent two of them 
ead in different directions, and sat 
down himself at Korti to wait fer

Long cus- 
tom and high example in no way 
reconcile me to the House of 
Commons’s style of conducting a de- 
bate. It is neither civil or witty to 
break in upon a speaker’s line of argu- 
ment with derisive shouts of ‘‘Oh! oh!’’ 
And young, stupid members, who bave 
never done anything themselves worthy 
of note, will thus impudently interrupt 
even the well-balanced periods of a 
Gladstone, a Bright or a Foster. 
Neither do I admire the manners of 
the House while on duty. They wear 
their hats, if théy are so inclined, ex- 
cept when they pass infront of the 
the Speaker ; they sprawl around upon 
their seats in a style reminding me of 
the habits of a crowd of loafers gath- 
ered for an evening’s gabble in a 
eountry grocery store or village bar- 
room; and they come and go, between 
ante-rooms and their benches,in the 
most informal and inopportune manner.

A New Era in the Building of Our 
Homes. 


SUSAN. SUNSHINE’S MODEL HOUSE. 


Effect of Stained Floors— How it May 
he Done—New Curtain Poles—Cure 
for Snake Bites. 


The influence of educated tastes, 
the improvement in architectural de- 
signs and finish in the houses of the 
rich, and their more lavish and intel- 
ligent learning towards esthetic re- 
sults in the exterior as well as the in- 
terior of their dwellings is making & 
gradual and pleasing change in the 
matter of building among all classes. 
Pleasing effects are studdied, the har- 
monies of detail are.considered, the 
relations of color and size are regard- 
ed in smaller and less pretentious 
homes as well as in the stately man- 
sions of the rich. The age of square- 
box houses, their four sides as much 
alike as the four legs of a stool, is gone 


by, and even the cottage has its charm 
of broken angles, and all the beauty 
of finished and distractive style of ar- 


7 chitecture. 


When this idea of originality of ex- 
pression in the building of our homes 
becomes a little more universal, every 
house we come to on our streets will be 
like turning over a fresh page ina 
book—it will hold something new to 
arrest the attention. Our streets will 
be a splendid panorama with no two 
pictures just alike. 

Some years ago I was in a secluded 
little New England village among the 
hills of the Green Mountain State. 
Each house was a fac-simile of the 
other, covered with dazzling white 
paint, with green window blinds and 
plain yellow doors. They lpoked as 
prim as the primmest New England 
spinster of ye olden time. There was 
not a break in the dead-white line 
of houses, not a bit of tender color 
anywhere. I felt asif the whole vil 
lage had put on a shroud, and I roused 
up as from a nightmare when a little 
beyond the long line of white 
I came upon a charming olive green 
cottage, built in the Eastlake style, 
with window shades which resemble 
soft, rosy clouds, mingling. with the 
creamy whitness of the lace which 
dropped in graceful folds about them. 
I like to find symphonies in color in 
the exterior of the buildings along 
our streets as well as in the furnish- 
ing within. 

I.was in a charming new house the 
other day’ which was a, poem in sun- 
shine. The rooms were large and 
airy, looking -out upon magnificant 
mountain views, or the wide distance 
of plains and far-off hills, and by 
various devices the sun looked into 
them all at the same hour of the day, 
and brightened them with his cheeriest 
beams.

It was found that the application of 
onion juice would ‘instantly allay the 
pain caused by the stinging of hornets, 
yellow jackets, wasps, bees, etc.” 
This knowledge will be welcome to 
our temperance friends, for it will do 
away with the prevalent belief that 
whisky drinking, as a remedy for 
poisonous stings and bites, is the 
surest and most infalible remedy.

The simultaneous occurrence of earth- 
quakes and hurricanes in Spain and 
its neighborhood has led Mr. R. A

of sunlight received in the dry regions 
far from the oceans. In Norway 
corn grows in latitude 70°, the climate | 
being not only warmed by 
to the gulf stream, but the skies being _ 
very clear as well. Evenin the most 
northern regions, where the shade 
temperature is very low, vegetation 
may grow in sheltered spots exposed 
to the sun, and luxuriant scurvy grass 
has been found on Walden Island 
beyond 80° north latitude. 


Science Births.—Astronomy, the 
oldest of the sciences is said to have 
originated at Babylon in observations ~ 
made about 2234 B.C.; it was much. 
advanced in Chaldaea under Nabonas- 
sar; and it was known to the Chinese 
about 1100 B. C.,if not many cen— 
turies before. Geology, the science | 
of the earth, is claimed to have been 
cultivated in China long béfore the — 
Christian era, and it occupied the at- — 
tention of Aristotle, Theophrastus,’ 
Pliny, Avicenna and the Arabian 
writers. The Egyptians and Chinese 
claim an early acquaintance with 
chemistry, whose first facts were re- 
vealed by the experiments of the 
alchemists, but it did not become a 
science until the seventeenth century. 
Botany and zoology were founded by 
Aristotle, about 350 B. C. . 


Earthquakes at Different Seasons.— 
The current notion that more earth- 
quakes occur in winter than in sum- 
mer receives some support from the 
following table, which shows the total 
number of shocks recorded at the 
meteorological observatory of Tokio, 
Japan, for the respective months Of 
the ten years ending December 10, 
1884: January. 53; February, 50; 
March, 73: April, 43; May, 51; June, 
40; July, 36; August, 27; September, 
15; October, 47; November, 51; De- - 
cember, 60.. The average per month 
for the ten years is 45; that for the 
six winter months, Octeber to March 
is 56; and for the six summer months, - 
35. 


From the records of observations 
made at thirteen Prussian stations 
since 1873 Prof. Muttrich has detet- 
mined that forests exercise a positive 
influence on the temperature of the 
air; that they lessen the daily varia- 
tions of temperature, and more in 
summer than in winter, and that the 
tempering effect of the leafy forest is 
in summer gieater than that of the 
pine forest, while in winter the pine 
forest has more influence than the 
disfoliaged forest. 


Shortsightedness, according to a re- 
cent. paper by Mr. R. B. Carter, F. R. 
C. S., bas come into existence within 
historic time, and into prevalence 
almost within living memory, while — 
it now affects at least 10 per cent. of 
England’s population.
